A Special feature of this issue is the inclusion of a report on ‘A Profile 
of Agricultural and Veterinary Science Graduates in Tamil Nadu.

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ECONOMIC SITUATION IN TAMIL NADU. 


Rainfall . —The South-West Monsoon which set in a day earlier was erratic at the beginning. 
Late showers had however helped to recover from the initial set back, thus raising the hopes for 
a good khariffcrop. The South-West Monsoon rainfall was normal in June, deficient in August 
and excessive in July and September. 

Due to heavy rainfall in Mercara and the catchment areas, Mettur Dam received full supply 
of water and this was highly beneficial to agricultural production in the Cauvery delta inspite 
of the low rainfall in the month of August 1978. 

On 27th September there was flash flood in the Palar river which was caused by widespread 
rain and consequent floods in two jungle streams confluencing with the Palar just above Vaniyam- 
badi. 

The monsoon was excessive in the districts of Madras and Coimbatore and deficient in the 
districts of Tiruchirapalli, Madurai, Titunelveli and Kanniyakumari. The precipitation was normal 
in the other districts of the State. 

Water supply. —During the quarter under review the water supply has been reported to be 
adequate in all thedistticts of the State excepting the districts of South Arcot, North Arcot, Rama- 
nathapuram, Tirunelveli and Kanniyakumari. 

Water level. —‘During the quarter under review, the water-level in the reservoirs of Poondi, 
Vaigai and Krishnagiri showed a decreasing trend. The water level in the reservoirs of Periyar 
Perunchani and Stanley showed an increasing trend but decreased by the middle of September. 
The water-level in the Pechipparai reservoir showed a decreasing trend but increased by the first 
week of September. The water level in the Manimuthar reservoir after an initial increase started 
declining. There were marginal fluctuations in the water levels of other reservoirs. 

Crop prospects .—The South-West Monsoon which will normally augment the irrigation 
potential was normal. The distribution of rainfall however was not uniform. The state expe¬ 
rienced excessive rains in July and September and the rainfall was deficient in June and August. 
The rainfall was also deficient in the Southern Districts of Tirunelveli and Kanniyakumari. 

Sowing of khariffcrops particularly unirrigated commercial crops in dry tracts vas in pro¬ 
gress due to delayed rains. 

Samba paddy seedlings raised with well irrigation were being transplanted. The standing 
samba crop in Thanjavur district was in good condition. 

Harvest of kuruvai paddy had begun in Thanjavur district. The yield of paddy was reported 
to be normal. 

Seasonal conditions were not encouraging due to inadequate irrigational facilities in Dharma- 
puri, Tirunelveli, Ramanathapuram, Kanniyakumari and a portion of Coimbatore district. 

No major pest attack was reported. 

It is expected that the area sown under paddy, sugarcane, gingelly and cotton may increase 
marginally as compared to the last year : 

The condition of the standing crops like paddy, groundnut, gingelly, sugarcane, cotton, 
plantains, tapioca and chillies was reported to be normal. 

Agriculture .—The total geographical area of Tamil Nadu according to village papers was 
18.0 million hectares in 1976-77. Out of which the net area sown accounted for 6.0 million hectares 
the area cultivable but not cultivated showed 2.7 million hectares and the uncultivable land was 
4.3 million hectares. Out of the 6.0 million hectares of the net area sown 2.3 million hectares 
or about 38.8 percent was irrigated. The area sown more than once was 1.1 million hectares 
of which 0.7 million hectares or about 58.9 percent was irrigated. 

Index Numbers of Agricultural Economy. —The provisional index numbers of area under 
crops, yield production, cropping intensity, cropping pattern and productivity per hectare for 
1977-78 has increased by 8.2, 12.8, 24*6, 8.2, 0.3 and 24.6 points respectively when compared w ith 

1976 - 77 . 

Handloom. — Ths production of handioom cloth in Tamil Nadu during the quarter ended 
June 1978 was estimated at 1,50,487 thousand metres as against 1,47,115 thousand metres produced 
during the previous quarter, registering an increase of 2.29 per cent.

Electricity . —During the quarter ended September 1978 the Generation of Electricity was 
1,852 million units as against 1,480 million units in the previous quarter. The total consumption 
of electricity decreased from 2,124 million units during the quarter ended March 1978, to 2,071 
million units during the quarter ended June 1978. 

Joint Stock Companies .—During the quarter ended September 1978, six public companies 
and 72 private companies were newly registered as against four public companies and 47 pri¬ 
vate companies during the previous quarter. 

The total authorised capital of the newly registered public and private companies during the 
quarter ended September 1978 was Rs. 725.64 lakhs as against Rs. 431.94 lakhs during the previous 
quarter. 

During the quarter under review four companies went into Liquidation as against two dur¬ 
ing the previous quarter* 

Transport . —During the quarter ended June 1978 the total number of newly registered motor 
vehicles in Tamil Nadu was 7082 as against 5194 during the previous quarter showing an in¬ 
crease in the number of registration. 

Employment.— The total number of employment seekers on the live register of employment 
exchanges at the end of the quarter ended September 1978 decreased by 1*4 per :ent, compared 
with the previous quarter. The number of persons registered in the Exchanges during this quar- 
ter increased by 9*8 per cent, compared with the previous quarter. The placements made through 
the exchanges during this quarter increased by 7*4 per cent compared with the previous quarter. 
Area and Yield of coconut and arecanut in Tamil Nadu. —The estimated production of coconut 
was 1035*49 million nuts during 1977-78 showing a fall of 4*25 per cent when compared with the 
previous year. The fall was mainly due to the damage caused by cyclone and floods in Novem¬ 
ber 1977. The estimated production of cured arecanut was 2590 tonnes recording an increase of 
1*56 per cent. 

Marine fisheries .— The marine fish landings on the coast line of Tamil Nadu for the quarter 
ended September 1978 is provisionally estimated at 25,460 tonnes as against 20,630 tonnes for 
the previous quarter. 

Index number of wholesale prices in Tamil Nadu (Base : 2lst August 1939=100), During 
the quarter ended September 1978, the index number of wholesale prices of foodgrains, commer¬ 
cial products and composite index advanced by 2*8 per cent, 2*6 per cent and 2*6 per cent res¬ 
pectively. 

Consumer price Iedex number (Base : 1960—100).—During the quarter ended September 

1978, the Consumer Price Index numbers advanced in all the centres, viz., Madras City, Cudda- 
lore, Tiruchirapalli, Madurai, Coimbatore, Nagercoil and Coonoor. 

Rural price Index number (Base : Year ended June 1971 = 100).—During the quarter ended 
September 1978 the index number Rural prices advanced in all the centres viz., Puliyur, Agaram, 
Thmayanatham, Eriodu, Gokilapuram, Kinathukadavu, Guduvancheriand Kunnathur. 

Consumer Price Index number for urban non-manual employees (Base : 1960=100),—Con" 

sumer Price Index number for urban non-manual employees appreciated in all the centres viz., 
Madras, Madurai and Tiruchirapalli. 

Industries .—Industrial production in Tamil Nadu registered an increase of 2*4 per cent 
during the quarter ended June 1978 as the general index advanced from 153*6 in quarter ended 
March to 157*3 in quarter ended June 1978. The increase in the general index was the result of 
increase in production in the manufacturing Sector. 

The rise during the Quarter under review was broughtout by a substantial increases in output 
observed in respect of motor cycle, dry cells, gypsum refinied oil, metal containers and printing 
paper items under manufacturing sector. 

Significant decreases in production were noticed in respect of Earth moving machinery, 
Railway wagons pesticide and Lignite. 

Minor crops* —The total area for the districts covered under onion was 14,534 hectares, 
under chillies was 59,422 hectares under potato (winter and summer) combined was 11,057 
hectares and under tapioca was 34,540 hectares in 1976-77. 

The estimated production of onion was 125,490 tonnes chillies was 1,13,910 tonnes, potato 
(winter and summer) combined was 1,31,050 tonnes and tapioca was 811,760 tonnes in 1976-77 

Trade—' The total volume of foreign imports a.nd exports through the ports in Tamil Nadu 
during the* quarter ended September 1978 was of the order of Rs* 269*60 crores of which exports 
accounted for Rs. 146*30 crores and imports were Rs. 123*30 crores. 

When compared with the corresponding quarter of the previous year the imports increa*ed 
by 4*8 per cent and the exports showed a decrease of 5*9 per cent. 
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A PROFILE OF AGRICULTURAL AND VETERINARY SCIENCE GRADUATES 

IN TAMIL NADU. 


The study on the profile of Agricultural and Veterinary Science Graduates was undertaken 
by the Manpower Cell of this Department with the object of analysing the age and educational 
composition sectoral as well as occupational distribution of the Agricultural and Veterinary Science 
Graduates, Post Graduates and Doctorates in Tamil Nadu. The study covered all the State and 
Central Government Departments and undertakings and the organised sector of the Private sector 
in Tamil Nadu employing Agricultural and Veterinai y personnel. In terms of numbers the coverage 
was about 86 per cent of the emoloyed stock of Agricultural Graduates and 90 per cent of Veteri¬ 
nary Personnel. 

The study pertains to the position or Agricultural and Veterinary personnel as on 31st March 
1977. The required data were collected from the employers by mailing a simple proforma. 

(а) Agricultural Graduates .—The State Agricultural Department is the major employer 
of Agricultural Graduates. It absorbed nearly two-thirds of the total stock of employed Agricul¬ 
tural Graduates. Apart from this Department, there are a few other State and Central Govern¬ 
ment Departments and undertakings like the State Farms Corporation, WarehousingCorporaticn, 
etc., which together engaged about 3 per cent of the stock. Educational and Research Institu¬ 
tions, are themselves another major source of employment for these personnel besides producing 
trained Agricultural personnel of higher qualifications. These Educational and Research Institu¬ 
tions had provided employment to nearly 16 per cent of the total stock. Banks, particularly the 
nationalised Banks, Fertilizer Firms and Sugar Factories are some of the other sectors which 
engaged Agricultural personnel in sizeable numbers. 

As far as sectoral composition is considered, the Public Sector covered as many as 92 per cent 
©f the total stock, while the private sector absorbed the remaining 8 per cent. 

The age composition of Agricultural Graduates revealed that the stock was very young ; 
their medium age was only 32 years, and nearly two-thirds of the graduates were below 36 yeats 
of age. Only 2-7 per cent of the stock had attained the age of 51 years and above, whereas more 
than one-fifth of the stock was below 26 years of age. This indicates that the replacement needs 
of the Agricultural personnel during the next five years will be very much limited. The Agricultural 
personnel of the State Agricultural Department were still younger with a median age of 31 years. 
The age of Agricultural Personnel of Educational and Research Institutions was more or less evenly 
distributed over the entire span of the employable age. The medium age stood at 36 years indi¬ 
cating that the stock was more mature and grown up. 

The distribution of Agricultural personnel according to their levels of educational attainment 
revealed that as many as 79-5 per cent of the total stock were first degree holders[B.Sc., (Ag.).,] 
Post Graduates [M.Sc. (Ag.)] and Doctorate Degree holders (Ph.D.) accounted for 18 per cent 
and 2-5 per cent respectively. Doctorates and Post Graduates were concentrated in the Educa¬ 
tional and Research Institutions. This highly talented segment constituted about 70 per cent 
of the stock of Agricultural Personnel of this sectoi. In all the other sectors only the fitst degree 
holders [B.Sc (Ag.)] had dominated. The State Agiicultural Department had as many as 95 
per cent of the first degree holders in its stock. Banking sector had slightly a higher proportion 
of post graduates in its stock. 

(б) Veterinary Personnel .—The State Animal Husbandry Department is the major agency 
for employment of Veterinary Science Graduates. Nearly tnree-fourtfts of the Veterinary Personnel 
were in this Department. Apart from this, other departments and undertakings of the State like 
the Commissioner of Milk production and Dairy Development, Tamil Nadu Poultry Development 
Corporation (TAPCO) Tamil Nadu Dairy Development Corporation (TNDDC) etc., absorbed 
about 8 per cent of the Veterinary Personnel. Educational and Research Institutions also had 
a prominent role next only to the State Animal Husbandry Department with an intake of about 
16 per cent of total stock of VeterinaryPersonneL Banks and Fertilizer firms together absorbed 
only about 2 per cent of the stock. 

As regards sectoral composition of Vetrinary Personnel, the public sector had absorbed 
almost the entire stock (99-6 per cent). State sector having the major share of 9S-1 per cent. The 
Private sector's share was negligible with only 0-4 per cent. 

Bachelor of Veterinary Science (B.V.Sc.,) is the first degree in the Veterinary Science. Per 
sons with B.V.Sc. degree constituted Y9-4 per cent of the total stock. Post Graduates had a 
share of 18*5 per cent, while M.S./M.Sc„ and Ph.D. dregee holders together formed 2*1 per cent 
of the total stock. Educational and Research Institutions attracted a major proportion of highly 
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talented Veterinarians. Persons with Post Graduate degree formed about 70 per cent and M.S•/ 
M.Sc. and PhD. degree holders constituted more than 12 per cent of the stock of this sector 
In all other sectors only the first degree holders had the dominant share ; this category consti 
tuted more than 91 per cent of the total Veterinary Personnel of each of these sectors. 

The analysis of the age structure of Veterinary personnel revealed that this stock is also 
young with a medium age of 34 years. More than 27 per cent of Veterinary Personnel were 
below 30 years of age whereas only about 12 per cent of them were aged 4 5 years and above. The 
Veterinary personnel of the State Animal Husbandry Department were still younger with a median 
age of 33 years. Nearly two-thirds of the stock of this Department were within 35 years of age 
and as many as 92 per cent were below 45 years of age. A similar pattern was observed in the 
age distribution of Veterinary Personnel of other State Government Departments and Under¬ 
takings. The age structure of the Veterinary Personnel of Educational and Research Institutions 
had a different pattern. The stock of this sector was fairly grown up ; the medium age was as 
high as 40 years. Barring the first and the last age groups viz., “21-23” and “54 and above” 
the age was more or less evenly spread over all the age groups. 


Cone lusion .—Data on important characteristic features of trained manpower like age and 
educational profile, sectoral and occupational composition, etc.,have great operational signifi. 
cance in the context of planned development of human resources and its optiomal usage, 
Advance Planning is called for specially in the case of highly technical manpower, which Involves 
long lead time and high cost. Therefore any lopsided development of crucial categories of man¬ 
power, resulting in either a surplus or a deficit will adversely affect the pace and direction of the 
development. 

Agricultural and Veterinary personnel are one such highly trained categories of Manpower, 
whose development and utilization have to be scrupulously planned. As the employment of 
these two categories of manpower is mostly confined to the State Government Departments 
and undertakings and to a few well defined private sector organisation manpower planning techni¬ 
ques can be applied with greater advantage and linked with educational planning in as much as 
all educational institutions concerned with the development of these personnel are virtually 
under the State’s control. 

Viewed in this perspective, the findings of the present study would have far reaching effect 
on the process of manpower planning as well as human resources development of Agricultural 
and Veterinary Personnel. It would also serve as a useful tool to arrive at precise estimates of 
the replacement needs of these personnel over a period of time. Data on levels of educational 
attainment and cadres of employment would provide an opportunity to go into the existing struc 
ture and composition of skill levels and of pattern of employment and would pave the way for 
evolving an appropriate skill-mix and right proportion of different cadres of employment that 
would provide proper incentives and greater job-satisfaction which would enable speedy transac¬ 
tion of business, ultimately leading to increased national output.

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I. CLIMATE AND RAINFALL. 


Rainfall. 

The South-west monsoon which set in a day earlier was erratic at the beginning. Late 
showers had however helped to recover from the initial set back and raised high hopes of khariff 
crops. The South West-monsoon rainfall was normal in June, deficient in August and excessive 
in July and September 

Due to the heavy rainfall in Mercara and other catchment areas, Mettur dam received full 
supply of water and this was highly beneficial in boosting agricultural production in Cauvery 
delta inspite of the low rainfall in the month of August 1978. 

On 27th September there was flash flood in the Palar river which was caused by the wide¬ 
spread rain and consequent floods in two jungle streams confluencing with the Palar just above 
Vaniyambadi. 

The monsoon was excessive in the districts of Madras and Coimbatore and deficient in the 
districts of Tiruchirapalii, Madurai, Tixunelveh and Kanniyakumari. The precipitation was 
normal in the other districts of the State.

II* AREA AND POPULATION. 

Area Population, Density, Literacy, etc. 

Tamil Nadu occupies the eleventh rank among the states in India in regard to size with an 
area of 130,069 sq, km. 

As regards population, Tamil Nadu ranks fifth, among the states in India. According to 
Census 1971 the population in Tamil Nadu is 41,199*168 of which 50*6 per cent are males and 
49*4 per cent are females. 28,734, 334 persons or 69*7 per cent of the population are in 
rural areas and the remaining 12,464,834 persons or 30*3 per cent are in urban areas. 

Of the total population, 14,741, 967 persons (35*8 per cent) are classified as workers and 
26,457,201 persons (64.2 per cent) as non-workers. Among the workers 11,667,065 (79.1 per¬ 
cent) are males and 3,074,902 (20*9 per cent) are females. 

Literates form 39*5 per cent of the total population (16,256,393 persons) as against 31*4 per 
cent in 1961. Madras City has the highest percentage of literacy viz. 62*01, while Dharmapmi 
district has the lowest percentage viz., 22*3. 

According to census 1971, the density of population in Tamil Nadu works out to 317 per. 
sq. km, Madras City has the highest density of population viz., 19,293 while Dharmapuri district 
has the lowest density of population viz., 174. 

The population of scheduled castes and scheduled tribes in e TamiLNadu is 7,627,110 forming 
y8*51 per cent of tne total population. 7,315,595 persons belong to scheduled castes and 311,515 
persons are scheduled tribes, Chengalpattu district has the largest percentage of these two classes 
of people i.e. 27*22 while Kanniyakumari district has the lowest percentage of scheduled castes 
and scheduled tribes i.e. 4*12.

Land Utilisation. 

The total geographical area of Tamil Nadu according to village papers was 13‘0 million hec¬ 
tares in 1976-77. Out of which the net area sown accounted for 6‘0 million hectares, the area 
cultivable but not cultivated showed 2.7 million hectares and the uncultivable land was 43 
million hectares. Out of the 6.0 million hectares of the net area sown 2.3 million hectares or 
about 30.8 per cent was irrigated. The area sown more than once was 1.1 million.hectares of 
which 0.7 million hectares oi about 58.9 per cent was irrigated. 

2. Out of 2.7 million hectares of total area cultivable but not cultivated, 1.4 million hectares 
or 52.1 per cent was under current fallows and the remaining 47.9 per cent was under other 
non-cultivated lands excluding current fallows. The extent of area under uncultivable land was 
4.3 million hectares comprising 2'0 million hectares (46 - 8 per cent) of forest land and 2.3 
million hectares (53'2 per cent) of other uncultivable area including land put to non-agricultural 
uses. 

3. The gross cropped area was 7 - 1 million hectares out of which 3'0 million hectares or 42 
per cent was irrigated.

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Wells and other sources :—Wells including tube wells were the chief irrigation source in 
Salem, Dharmapuri, Coimbatore, Madurai, South Arcot, North Arcot, Tiruchirapalli and Tiru- 
nelveli districts accounting for 85*8 per cent, 65*3 per cent, 65*2 per cent, 51*3 per cent, 45-3 per 
cent, 45*1 per cent, 40-9 per cent and 34*9 per cent respectively. 

Other sources of irrigation such as channels and kasams were important in the Nilgiris 
district where it accounted for 90*7 per cent. 

Wells supplementing other irrigation sources :—Wells supplementing other irrigation sources 
served fairly large areas in Chengalpattu, South Arcct and North Arcot districts, their percentage* 
to the total net area irrigated in the districts being 9*5, 6*8 and 7*1 respectively. 

Crops irrigated :—The total extent raised with crops (gross cropped area) was 7*1 million 
hectares and net area sown was 6*0 million hectares. 

The difference represents the area on which more than one crop was raised. The area of 
crops irrigated in the State was 3*0 million hectares which showed a decrease of 0*4 million hectares 
as compared with the previous year. The area of crops irrigated was as high as 79*4 per cent in 
Chengalpattu district followed by Thanjavur district, with 58*5 per cent. The area of crops irri¬ 
gated was less than 25 per cent of the gross area sown in the following districts.

IV. CROP PROSPECTS 

The South-West monsoon which will normally augment the irrigation potential was 
normal. The distsibution of rainfall however was not uniform. The state experienced 
excessive rains in July and Sepeteniber and the rainfall was deficient in June and August, 
The rainfall was also deficient in Southern Districts of Tirunelveli and Kanniyakumari. 

Sowing of Khariff crops particularly unirrigated commercial crops in dry tracts was 
in progress due to delayed rains. 

Samba paddy seedlings raised with well irrigation were being transplanted. The standing 
Samba crop in Thanjavur district was in good condition. 

Harvest of Kuruvai Paddy had begun in Thanjavur district. The yield of Paddy was repor¬ 
ted to be normal. 


Seasonal conditions were not encouraging due to inadequate irrigational facilities in Dharma- 
puri, Tirunelveli, Ramanathapuram, Kanniyakumari and a portion of Coimbatore district. 

No major pest attack was reported. 

It is expected that the area sown under paddy, Sugarcane, Gingelly and Cotton may increase 
marginally as compared to the last year. 

The condition of the standing crops like Paddy, groundnut, Gingelly, Sugarcane, Cotton, 
Plantains, Tapioca and Chillies was reported to be normal.

V. industries. 

Results of Annual Suav®y of Industries, 

Annual Survey of Industries is conducted by National Sample Survey Organisation, Govern¬ 
ment of India under the collection of Statistics Act, 1953 and Collection cf Statistics (Central) 
Rules 1959. 

The factories registered under Section 2m(i) and 2m (ii) of the Factory Act, 1948 and the 
Beedi establishments are covered by the survey. 

The survey is covered under two parts viz., Census and Non-census. Factories employing 
50 or m)rc workers using power and 100 or more workers not using power are covered under 
the census sector. Factories employing 10 to 49 Workers using power, 20 to 99 workers not using 
power are covered under Non-census sector. The survey excludes from its purview, the units 
engaged in defence production, storage and distribution of oils, restaurants and services, techni¬ 
cal institutions not producing anything for sale or exchange even though they are registered as 
factories under the Factories Act, 1948. 

The survey for the year 1975-76 is the latest for which results are given in the table*.

Industrial Production in Tamil Nadu increased during the quarter ended June 1978 as th* 
average general Index (Base—1970=100) increased by 3-7 points or 2-4 per cent.

(72-8 per cent) Cotton woven piece goods (20-8 per cent), Printing Paper (28-4 per cent), Coated 
Abrasives (23-9 per cent), Bonded Abrasives (27-6 per cent), Iron and Steel (27*7 per cent), Metal 
containers (33-2 per cent), Highpressure Boilers and Fittings (23-4 per cent), Diesel Engine’s (27-0 
percent), Dry Cells (1030 per cent) and Motor Cycles (118-7 per cent).

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VI. HANDLOOM. 


Production of handloom cloth. 


The production of handloom cloth in Tamil Nadu during the quarter ended June 1978 was 
estimated at 150,487,000, metres as against 147,115,000 metres produced during the previous 
quarter, registering an increase of 2-29 per cent. The percentage of increase in the production of 
each variety of cloth when compared to the production during the previous quarter is furnished 
below :—

Considering the rate of increase during the quarter under review and the previous quarter 
it is presumed that the industry is well-set in motion during the current year. 


Among the different varieties of cloth produced, sarees alone accounted for 26*14 per cent 
while dhoties, towels and lungies constituted 17*16 per cent, 19*01 per cent and 12*31 per cent 
respectively. The remaining 25-38 per cent of the production was shared by shirting, bed spread, 
carpet, gada, etc. 


Out of the total production, cotton fabrics alone formed the bulk of 87*96 pel cent followed 
by mixture, art silk and silk at the rate of 5*70 per cent, 5*63 per cent and 0*71 per cent respectively. 
Supply of yarn, price of raw material, working conditions both under co-operative fold and master 
weavers were generally favourable leading to acceleration in production and sales. 


Further with the 20 per cent rebate offered for the handloom cloth during the All India Hand¬ 
loom Exhibition conducted in Tamil Nadu in May 1978, most of the stocks of over 6 months that 
had piled up in the Co-operative and apex societies were cleared. The percentage of average 
monthly sale of handloom goods to the total available stock in Tamil Nadu in respect of co-opera¬ 
tive fold was 41 *89 per cent whereas for the open market it was 45-84 per cent.

Consumer price index numbers for September 1978 as compared to June 1978 appreciated 
in all the centres viz., Madras City, Cuddalore, Tiruchirapalli, Madurai, Coimbatore, Nagercoil 
and Coonoor. 

As compared with the index for June 1978, the Index for September 1978 was higher by 3 
points in Madras City, by 10 points in Cuddalore by 12 points in Tiruchirappalli, by 
8 points in Madurai, by 6 points in Coimbatore, by 18 points in Nagercoil and by 1 point in 
Coonoor. 

The Consumer price Index Number for Madras City for the month of July 1978 was higher 
by 4 points when compared to June 1978 due to an increase in the prices of rice, ragi, redgram 
dhall, greengram dhall, blackgram dhall, Coconut oil, groundnut oil, fresh fish (Nethili) ghee, 
turmeric, chillies (dry), tamarind, onion, garlic, tea, betal leaves, chewing tobacco, firewood 
(both jungle wood and casuarina), dhoti, saree, towel, shirting cloth, bed sheets, chappals, toilet 
soap, shaving requisites (blades), face powder, trunk, brass utensil, earthern ware and also due 
to an increase in the housing group index because of the half yearly revision of house rent figure by 
the Directorate of Labour Bureau, Simla. 

The Index for August 1978 remained at the previous month's level of 314 points. 

As compared to August 1978 the index for September 1978 was lower by 1 point from 314 to 
313. Lower prices of dhoti, banian, saree,towel, long cloth and bed sheets contributed for the fall 
in the index.

XIII. LABOUR AND EMPLOYMENT.

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PLANTATION LABOUR. 

During the quarter ended March 1978, 322 plantations were registered under the Plantation 
Act, comprising of 150 Tea, 138 Coffee, 29"Rubber and 5 Cinchona plantations in Tamil Nadu 
as against 150 Tea, 138 Coffee, 27 Rubber and 4 Cinchona plantations in the previous quarter. 
253 plantations during the quarter ended March 1978 as against 242 in the previous quarter 
furnished data relating to labour employed and their earnings. It accounts for 79 per cent coverage 
as against 75 per cent in the previous quarter. 

Tea plantations.— During the quarter ended March 1978, 56,731 workers were employed in 
Tea plantations, the percentage of permanent workers to total number of workers was 92per cent 
and the average daily attendance of permanent workers was 40,370. But during the previous 
quarter, the total number of workers were 55,912. The percentage of permanent workers to total 
workers was 91 and the daily average attendance of permanent workers was 43,744.The earnings 
of permanent garden labour men, women and minors were Rs.8*31,Rs.8*96 andRs.7-39 respectively 
during the quarter ended March 1978, whereas their earnings were Rs. 7*28, Rs. 7-27, and 
Rs. 4*40 respectively during the previous quarter. 

Coffee Plantations .— During the quarter ended March 1978, 8,049 workers were employed 
in Coffee plantations. The percentage of permanent workers to total number of workers was 
69 and the average daily attendance of permanent workers was 4,520. But during the previous 
quarter the total number of workers were 9,193. The percentage of permanent workers to total 
workers was 59 and the daily average attendance of permanent workers was 4,476. The decrease 
in the total workers during the quarter ended March 1978 was due to retrenchment of temporary 
workers for want of work. During the quarter ended March 1973 the average daily earnings 
of permanent garden labour, men, Women and minor workers were Rs. 7-01, Rs. 7 61 and Rs. 
7.49 as against Rs. 6*40, Rs. 6*05 and Rs. 4*45 respectively during the previous quarter. 

Rubber plantations.— During March 1978, 1,516 workers were employed in rubber plantations. 
The percentage of permanent workers to total number of workers was 97 and the average 
daily attendance of permanent workers was 1,236. But during the previous quarter the total 
number of workers were 1,531. The percentage of permanent workers to total workers 
was 93 and daily average attendance of permanent workers was 1,311. The decreasing trend 
in the daily attendance during the quarter ended March 1978 over the previous quarter was due 
to general strike. The earnings of permanent garden labour, men and women were Rs. 8*64 
and Rs, 8*42, whereas, during the previous quarter their earnings were Rs. 12-07 and Rs, 9*60 
respectively. 

Cinchona plantations .—During the quarter ended March 1978, 2,735 workers were employed 
in Cinchona estates as against 2,270 during the previous querter. The percentage of average 
daily attendance of permanent workers was 90 as against 78 during previous quarter. The average 
daily earnings of permanent garden Labour men, women and minor were Rs 6*39, Rs. 6-03 
and Rs. 6*44 respectively during the quarter ended March 1978, where as their earnings were 
Rs, 11*89, Rs, 6*70 and Rs. 3*97 respectively during the previous quarter.

XV STATE INCOME. 

Statb Income of Tamil Nadu- 

According to the Quick Estimates, the State Income of Tamil Nadu for the year 1977-78 
at 1970-71 prices, shows an increase of 10-2 per cent over the previous year. Per capita income 
inrealterms has increased by 8-5 per cent. During 1976-77,the State Income at Constant Prices 
increased by 0-5 per cent and percapita income fell by 0-9 per cent. 

Jhe Net State Domestic Product for the year 1977-78 is estimated at Rs. 2,978-26 Crores 
at 1970-71 prices and percapita incomeat Rs. 657. The corresponding estimates for 1976-77 were 
Rs. 2,691 crores and Rs. 612 respectively. 

The impressive rise in State Income during 1977-78 was mainly due to the good perfor¬ 
mance of Agriculture sector. The production of food grains went up by about 28 per cent during 
1977-78 from 63-36 lakhs tonnes in 1976-77 to 80-89 lakhs tonnes in 1977-78. Production of 
Groundnut (with shell) went up by about 41 percent, Sugarcane by 121 per cent and Cotton Kapas 
by 23 per cent,during 1977-78. As a result,the income from Agriculture sector increased by 
about 15 per cent. 

Besides, thisthere was an increase inthe industrial production (Manufacturing) in Tamil 
Nadu as evidenced by the upward trend inthe index number of industrial production (Manu¬ 
facturing) from 137 to 143 duringt he years under review leadingto a rise in income from industrial 
sector by about 6 per cent in 1977-78 overthe previous year. 

Many other sectors registered increasesduring 1977-78,theoutstandingamongthembeing 
Electricity, Gas and Water Supply (12-9 per cent), Trade Hotels and Restaurants (12-1 per cent). 
Banking and Insurance (10-1 per cent), Public Administration (11-6 per cent) and Railways (20-4 
per cent). 

Of thethree sectors, thecontributionoftheprimarysectcrincieased by 14-4 per cent over 
the previous year, whereas the increase recorded by the secondary sector w ?-s 6-4 per cent. The 
tertiary sector’s contribution rose up by 8-7 per cent. 

At current pricesthe Net State Domestic Product in 1977-78 stood at Rs. 4,669-90 crores 
with a percapita income of Rs. 1,031, The corresponding est imates for 1976-77 were Rs. 4,241-16 
crores and Rs. 950 respectively.
